4.  House  Accounts  -  Charges  to  Member's 
house  accounts  will  be  invoiced  monthly 
and  are  payable  within  thirty  (30)  days. 

5.  Ladies  -  Ladies  are  welcome  as  guests  in 
the  Dining  Room  and  Cocktail  Lounge 

6.  Athletic  Department  -  Males  guests  aged 
twenty-one  (21)  and  over  are  welcome  at 
all  times.  On  Saturdays,  Members'  sons 
aged  ten  (10)  and  over  are  welcome  as 
guests. 

7.  Dress  Code  - 

i)  A  Member  and  his  male  guests  will 
ordinarily  be  expected  to  wear  a 
lounge  suit  or  sports  jacket  with  shirt 
and  tie;  for  ladies,  a  standard  of  dress 
which  is  recognised  as  conforming  to 
that  for  men  is  expected 

ii)  Smart  casual  clothes  may  be  worn  on 
Saturdays. 

iii)  Access  to  the  Athletic  Department  in 
jogging  and  training  clothes  is 
permitted  through  the  Loading  Dock 
using  the  door  provided  for  this 
purpose.
